Differing from the primary of last fall, the popular vote will be the 
estate unit, and not the county. Thus, any effort to estimate the size of 
Underwood’s majority in exact figures would be exceedingly difficult. It 1s 
self-evident that the Alabama man’s state-wide contingent majority will be 
decisive, but in view of the uncertainty as ‘to the total vote which will be 
cast on May 1st, anything like a flat estimate in figures is impracticable. 
If the weather conditions are such that the farmers cannot work in their 
fields on the day of the primary, it is entirely, probable that the vote cast 
would be 50 per cent heavier than if the weather was such as to permit 
them to answer the call of their daily duties. 

In preparing this estimate The Constitution has been careful in awarding 
a county definitely either to Underwood or Wilson to do so only where the 
consensus of the reports gave the county by an unmistakable majority to 
one or the other of the candidates. Where the result was close, or where the 
reports differed, the counties have been designated as “doubtful.” 

Another significant feature of this poll, further indicating that Oscar 
W. Underwood's majority will not only be decisive, but of even greater 
dimensions than here forecasted, is that Underwood’s lead in the counties 
given to him is much more emphatic than the supremacy in the conceded 
Wilson counties. 

All indications point to the fact that the popular state-wide majority 
will be fully as large as that indicated by the county estimates, as the Ala- 
bama man is leading in an overwhelming majority of the heaviest voting 
counties of the state. Of the thirty-two counties of the state having six 
votes and four votes under the county unit plan, Underwood is easily the 
leader in twenty-five, with WiJson having the advantage in seven, the bal- 
ance of his strength being in the two-vote or small counties.

easterly direction through the counties 
of Oklahoma and Logan. 

Fifty houses were demolished at the 
town of Hennessy.

Perry one man was killed and 
persons reported to have been 
injured, several of whom probably will 
die.

Each gsubdivision should 
be taken up In part with water ex- 
cluding vessels of yielding substance 
which no distortion of the hull could 
ever make leaky. The height of these 
mezzanine decks should increase as 
one goes tp.

Lifeboats UWadly Handled. 

“The crew of the Titanic was a new 
one, of course,” declares Mrs. George | 
M. Stone, of Cincinnati, “and had never 
been through a lifeboat drill, or any 
training in the rudiments of launch- 
ing, Manning and equipping the boats, 
Scores of lives were thus ruthlessly 
wasted, a sacrifice to inefficiency. Had 
there been any sea running instead 
of the glassy calm that prevailed, not 
a single passenger would have safely 
reached the surface of the water. The 
men did not know how to lower the 
boats; the boats were not provisioned; 
many of the sailers could not handle; 
an oar with reagonable skill.” 

Albert Major, steward on the TIi- 
tanic, admitted that there had been no | 
boat drills, and that the lifeboats 
were poorly handled.

BRISCOE LORD'S BIG PART IN HUMBLING 
GIANTS LAST YEAR 


RISCOE LORD, left fielder of the champion Athletics, played second 
fiddle as a hero to ‘Home Run” Baker in the world’s baseball series 
October 16, 1911. Lord made one of the greatest plays of its kind ever 
seen in a crucial test at the season’s close. This pennant-winning 
play, marveled at by those who saw it, in the tide of swiftly passing 

‘events has been forgotten. That one great stop and wonderful throw heiped 
check the rising hopes of New York fandom, cast a gloom over the Gotham 
rooters and gave Eddie Plank a confidence that made bim that day invincible. 
Of all the great throwing outfielders in the major leagues there is none 
who has a shade on Lord, the pegging wonder who consummated this play. 
He is one player Connie Mack re 
leased and then took back again. 
Mack missed that great right arm 
and was fll at ease until Lord was 
back in the fold in a Quaker uniform. 
This wonderful heave of Lord's 
came in the second game of the 
world’s series. The Giants had tri- 
umphed in the first combat in the 
metropolis, through the great pjitch- 
ing of Christy Mathewson and the 
timely batting of Devore and Meyers. 
New York fans were mad with joy. 
Bettors were laying heavy odds on 
the Giants to take the series. The 
plight of the Mackmen seemed des- 
perate. McGraw, flushed with suc- 
cess, ordered Rube Marquard, his 
leading pitcher of the season, to fol- 
low up the advantage. Manager 
Mack meade it a battle of southpaws 


line. The fate of the Athletics and of 
the series hung in the balance. 

Marquard settled down after an er- 
ratic start and outpitched Plank for 
five innings. Hope of the Giants was 
high. They had won the first game 
and at this stage seemed the better 
team. 

With the contest a tie and the 
great throng of fans in a feverish 
state of excitement, Fred Snodgrass, 
Briesce Lord. the second player up in the sixth 

inning, caused an explosion among 
the New York partisans when he met one of Plank’s crossfire shoots squarely 
for a terrific drive to lef. It was a screaming smash that looked the next 
door neighbor to a home run. 

Lord dashed for the ball-and Snodgrass, rounding first, started pel! mell 
for second. The fielder sped ceo fast his momentum carried him over the foul 
line in deep left. Lord made a desperate lurch, speared the ball cleanly, 
steadied himself and shot it to Jack Barry, covering second, for the greatest 
throw of the series. Barry, without moving from his tracks, tagged Snod- 
grass out, and the fans gave Lord a hand seldom accorded a ball player for a 
similar feat. That great play, followed by Frank Baker's home run smash, 
sounded the knell of New York’s hope and gave the Athietics a contidencs 
that made them invincible in that championship.

A huge hospital with 2,700 patients 
in Chicago was left with only one 
trained nurse because the president of 
the beard of county commissioners was 
able, in violation of the civil service 
law with searcely a protest from the 
community as a whole, to dismiss the 
medical head and scatter the trained 
nurses.

addition to this there is other evidence 
that the Mayas came from somewhere in 
Asia. 

The Tower of Babel was the largest 
one of many a eimilar structure of pyra- 
midal shape in Babylon, which were 
crowned with temples. But where the an- 
cient Assyrians constructed scores of such 


terraced towers, the Mayas built thou- 
sands, many of them of huge size and of 
substantially the same pattern—likewise 
upholding temples on their platform sum- 
mi 

Actording to the Maya legend, Xelhuc, 
one of the seven giants who survived the 
Deluge, erected a pyramidal tower of enor- 
mous height for the purpose of storming 
Heaven. But the offended gods destroyed 
it with lightnings and confounded the lan- 
guages of the builders. 

This evidently gives strong confirmation 
to the theory that the prehistoric inhabi- 
tants of Yucatau brought the tradition of 
the tower and the story of the Flood with 
them from Assyria. 

Certainly nobody anywhere else in the 
world, save the ancient Assyrians and 
Babylonians, ever built temple-covered 
towers like those found to-day in ruins 
all over Yucatan. While pursuing the 
same architectural method, the Mayas far 
outdid the Babylonians in pyramid build- 
ing. Sometimes they shaped and terraced 
whole hills to serve as supports for em- 
ples or groups of shrines, adding courses 
of stone in such a way as to give increased 
height and symmetry. The temple a* the 
top usually had a special enclosure, «which 
was the place of sacrifice, where human 
victims wefe offered up. 

The py mids of Yucatan are square -r 
rectangular in shape. Some are nearly 
100 feet high, and the largest is over 500 
feet square. They have sloping sides, 
come nearly vertical, and many rise in 
ateps. Faced with stone dressed smooth 
or plastered, and embellished with sculp- 
tures, they . -e ascended by steep stairways 
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On one or more sides. The interior mass 
is of earth and stones, or of stones and 
mortar. In some cases the slopes were 
filled in to a smooth slant. 

The loftiest is the pyramid of El Cas- 
tillo, or The Castle, at Chichen-Itza, which 
is of the stepped type. The largest and 
most imposing is the so-called Governor's 
Palace, at Uxmal, which stands on a nat- 
ural elevation artificially heightened by 
stone blocks and rising in three terraces. 
It is considered by ethnologists the most 
important prehistoric structure in Amer- 
ica. The building, 320 feet long, 40 feet 
deep and 26 feet high, Is covered with a 
marvellous elaboration of gculpture, one 
belt of which, 10 feet wide, running en- 
tirely around the palace, contains 20,000 
stones, nearly every one of them a separate 
work of art. 

Nobody knows for what purpose this 
wonderful building was used, but it seems 
to have been erected merely as one side 
of a contemplated quadrangular edifice. 
‘As for E! Castillo, it was a pyramid tem- 
ple of the first order. The square pyra- 
mid is 80 feet high, 200 feet square at the 
base, and 60 feet square at the top, The 
stepped sides rise at an angle of 59 de- 
grees; the platform at the top is reached 
by four stairways, and the surface was 
evened with plaster and finished with 
color. Each stairway had ninety-two steps, 
which were guarded by balustrades in the 
form of huge sculptured serpents, whose 
heads and protruding tongues rested upon 
the ground while their bodies ang tails 
— upward t>. the top of the pyra- 
mid. 

Babel was a name of Babylon. In (2.3 
Book of Genesis, eleventh chapter, will be 
found the story of how the survivors of 
mankind after the Deluge travelled from 
the mountain where the Ark rested and 
settled in the valley of Shinar. There they 
built a city, and finally attempted to con- 
struct a tower whose top should 
reach Heaven. Yahweh in .his 
abode on high, became angered 
and said, “Let us go down and 
confound their language.” Then 
the Rabylonians were scattered 
abroad over all the face of the 
earth. “And (as Genesis says) 
“they left off building the city.” 
Thus the diversity of human 
speech and dispersion of man- 
kind were explained. 

The tower of Babel was a 
small affair in height compared 
with a modern “sky-scraper.” 
It was only about 140 feet high, 
but the dwellers of the Assyrian 
plain, where there were no lofty 
objects for comparison, it 
seemed to touch the heavens. 
Standing on a high artificial ter- 
race, like other important Baby- 
lonian edifices, it was further 
uplifted by a second platform of 
earth 600 feet square. Thus its 
total height above the ground 
level may have been something 
like 250 feet. 

It was a pyramid of seven 
steps, sacred to Marduk, the 
great god of Babylon. The first 
story was 272 feet square, faced 
with glazed brick and painted 
black in honor of Saturn. To 
Jupiter the second story was 
dedicated, and, the color belong- 
ing to the god being orange, it 
was of that tint—220 feet on a 
side. The color of the third 
story was red, In compliment to 
Mars; each of its sides 184 feet. 
The fourth story was 148 feet 
square, and was covered with 
thick plates of gold. being dedi- 
cated to the sun. White was the 
hue of the fifth story, out of re- 
spect for Venus, and it was 11? 
feet square. The sixth story 


wes blue, Mercury’s color, and each of its 
sides measured 70 feet. A cube of 15 feet 
form-¢ the seventh story, and was covered 
with plates of silver, in honor of the moon. 

Marduk was the god of Light. In the 
beginning of things he battled with ihe 
dragon of Chaos; and, to effect the capture 
of that frightful creature he fastened a 
gigantic et to the four corners of creation 
—north, south, east and west. Then he 
pierccd the heart of the dragon with his 
lance and cut the beast in two. Of one 
half he iade the roof of Heaven, and of 
the other half made the earth. Heaven he 
inlaid with the sun, moon and stars, and 
the Earth he covered with plants and ani- 
mais. Finally, he made the first man and 
oman out of clay and celestial blood. 

The Babylonians divided history into two 
grcat pe iods—before the Flood and after. 
Theirs was a land of floods—low and bor- 
dering on gre:t rivers flowing into the sea. 
Just what happened to it on the occasion 
of the Storied Delug. may be known pretty 
wel] by a cent occurrence of the same 
kind, so short a time ago as the year 1876. 

In that year a tornado gathered in the 
Bay of 3engal and, amid the crash of thun- 
der and violence so terrific as to dismast 
shir; distant nearly 200 miles, approached 
the delta of the Ganges, met the ebbing 
tide and, engulfing it in its own huge tidal 
wave, hurled an ocean of water over 141 
square leagues to a depth of forty-five feet, 
drowning 215,000 human beings, and losing 
its strength only when it broke against the 
foothills of the mountains far beyond. 

A book found in the library of Sardanap- 
alus, at Nineveh, written on clay tablets, 
about 2,000 B. C., gives a description of the 
Deluge which closely corresponds to the 
above. The sea plays the principal part in 
it, and the Ark is cast back upon a spur of 
mountain. 

Noah in this case {s called Xisuthros, 
and is stated to have received from the god 
of the watery deep a command to build a 
ship of a certain pattern and dimensions, 
to coat it w.th pitch, and to put his family 
aboard, with the “seeds of all living 
things.” He enters the vessel, closes the 
decor. an” the craft goes adrift on the 
waves. On seventh day he releases a 
dove, which, flying thither and yon and- 
finding no resting place, returns. Then a 
swallow is sent forth, with like result, and 
finally a raven, which does not ceme back. 
Xisuthrc thereupon abandons the vessel 
and offe:. sacrifices on the summit of the 
mountain 

It is easy to understand that this story 
must have travelled to Canaan long before 
the Isr’ iites settled in that country. 
Canaan was a Babylonian /omain: and we 
find Hezekiah the Jewish King, paying 
tribute to the Assyrian monarch Sennach- 
erib (IT. Kings, xvili., 14), at a town called 
Lachish, in southern Palestine. Curiously 
enough, a sculptured bas-relief on Sargon’s 
nalace in Nineveh, which has been dug up, 
shows Hezekiah in the act of doing this 
very thing, Sennacherib being enthroned 
before u tent. An accompanying inscrip- 
tion in uniform characters identifies the 
personages concerned. : 

The question still remains, from what 
source did the prehistoric Mayas of Yuca- 
tan obtain their ideas for the const~uction 
of temple-crowned pyramids? Inasmuch 
as these people certainly did not originate 
in America, they must have brought their 
notions of architecture from somewhere 
else. Ther are many well known reasons 
for believing they were Asiatic by origin. 
Such being the case, this elose similarity 
of their pyramids to those of ancient Baby- 
lon would seem obviously to indicate As- 
evrin as the earlier home of their raca, 
Torthermore, they had. and their descend. 
ants to-day still possess, traditions of a 
Deluge and a Tower of Babel—the story of

MERICAN men are taking

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ELIMINATING THE MOSQUITO. 


In the campaign for cleanliness and sanitation now under head- 
way in Georgia, the mosquito is coming in for practically as much 
attention as the typhoid fly. At the recent annual meeting of the 
State Association of Health Officers, in Augusta, members of health 
boards trom all over Georgia agreed to use their influence with 
local authorities to further the propaganda that looks to the sup- 
pression of the singing pest. 

A great many people still cling to the belief that the one in- 
dictment that has successfully been lodged against the mosquito 
is that which pertains to the transmission of vellow fever. As a 
matter of fact, the pernicious activities of this insect in that direc- 
tion have already been reduced to a negligible minimum, so far as 
this country is concerned, by stringent precautions rigidly enforced. 
lt is only in a few plague-stricken spots in Central and South 
America that the species persists, and their proximity to the Panama 
canal zone is virtual assurance that world sentiment will shortly 
compel an abatement even there. 

But with the yellow fever mosquito banished, to all intents 
and purposes, there remains the mosquito that spreads malaria, 
more dangerous, since it is more insidious and its climax tarther de- 
layed. Should Georgia succeed in putting a quietus on the breeding 
of this particular species, the life and efficiency rate would appre- 
ciate almost as much as though hookworm had been put 1n the index 
expurgatorius.

If the whole crop failed 
or fell in value below a cer- 
minimum, then the whol»

This plan would release the farmer 
from the hands of speculators and 
middlemen. The state would be the 
middleman actIfig for the whole peo- 
ple. The state could receive a bettpr 
price in the world’s markets than the 
unorganized farmers do today. The 
state would maintain warehouses for 
cotton and cotton seed and fix prices 
for seed. The state would sell fertil- 
izer and implements and certain sup- 
plies such as sugar, coffee, tobacco, 
flour and bacon to farmers at the low- 
est possible wholesale rate to individ- 
ual farmers. As an Offset to foreign 
spinners each state could establish 
And operate certain minimum of 
cotton mills, to prevent foreign spin- 
ners from dictating prices. These 
mills should be so built and planned 
as to allow the southern states in case 
of a price war with Europe to manhu- 
facture a large part of the crop. These 
mills should be run at part time and 
capacity regularly with the ability to 
increase time and capacity at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The southern states 
should sell direct to all Asiatic mills 
by underselling European cotton bro- 
kers when necesary to hold thg mar- 
ket. 

The states should go farther and 
eonstruct and operate their own mer- 
chant marine to deliver cofton in 
American bottoms to any or all ports 
on the globe. This is not socialism, 
but it is simply applying the prin- 
ciples of democracy to the chief south- 
ern industry. It ts a democratization 
of the south’s characteristic industry. 
It would simply be the insuring of 
“equal right tu all and special privi- 
lege to nome” in the great cotton busi- 
ness of the south. Cotton has guided 
the deatinies of the south. It was 
cotton really, not negro’ slavery, that 
brought on-the war--negro slaves 
were merely a convenient and long- 
tried and acceptable means to cotton 
raising. But for cotton negro slavery 
would have been an economic burden 
to the south and would have been 
abardoned ) tt as it was for tha. 
very reason at the north. Cotton still 
has in it the potencies of weal or woe 
to the south and the nation. It is the 
greatest cash crop in the world today, 
Rightly handled, cotton will again be 
king and will make the south the 
richest and most powerful section on 
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the globe. 
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YOUNG HARRIS DEBATERS 


At this time the treasury of the United 
States held many millions of dollars 
over and above its indebtedness. By 
an act of congress, forty-four millions 
of this money was divided out among 
the different states of the union, pro- 
portioned to the population of each 
state. Georgia received $39,000. This, 
together with a surplus Georgia had 
on hand, aided very matertally in pay- 
ing the expenses of this road, so ap- 
propriately called the “State Road.” 


The First Railroad. 


To the state of South Carolina evi- 
dently belongs the honor of complete 
ing the first railroad built, not only 
in the United States, but in the 
whole world. This was the South 
Carolina railroad, extending from 
Charleston, 8S. C., to Augusta, Ga., 
commenced in 1828 and finished in 
| 1830. 

This road was conspicuous at first 
in many particulars. It was the first 
‘road ever constructed with a definite 
plan of operating exclusively by loco- 
motive power. It was the first rail- 
road to use an American-built loco- 
motive. It was the first to use loco- 
motives that were purely the prod- 
uct of an American invention. It was 
the first road in the world to use an 
eight-wheel engine. And that engine 
was the first eight-wheeler ever con- 
structed, and was devised by the chief 
engineer of this road.

What Does the Kaiser Think? 

Naturally, the questions, what the 
kaiser thinks, what the  Kaiserine 
thinks, what the king of Saxony 
thinks, what the ruler of Bavaria 
thinks, what pictures they have. in 
thelr palaces, play a considerable role 
in the controversy. Newspapers say 
that the kaiser is much incensed at the 
growing love of Germans for naked- 
ness, as shown by Olga i-vsmond's 
naked dances, by the various naked- 
ness societies, and by the craze for 
naked paintings and statues. Prince 
Regent Leopold of Bavaria is also 
prominently dragged into the quarrel. 
This was apropos of the dancer Ado- 
ree-Villany, who had trouble with the 
Munich police for dancing in garments 
which were thought improper. A 
streptococcus would have caught cold 
in the adorable Adoree’s garb. Some 
sald she wore nothing at all; and to 
prove they were wrong, she produced 
photographs taken as she danced. 
“Now, who dares accuse me of wear- 
ing no clothes?” she exclaimed. ‘Yes, 
but where are the clothes?’ sald her 
critics, peering closely into the photo- 
graphs. These photographs were sold 
in the elty, and the Munich high art 
crowd who object to talloring gushed 
much over them. “Our art-loving 
prince regent,” they said, “is always 
on the side of artistic freedom.” And 
they spread the story that the director 
of the Academy, Dr. von Miller, had 
shown the photographs to. Leopold, 
who said, “they were very nice.” And 
this led to a storm. 

The newspapers of the clothes 
school, which ts very strong in Ba- 
varia, criticized the regent, and said 
they were surprised. For a few days 
Leopold kept silent, and the clothes 
schoo) held that the charge was 
proved. Then appeared a semi-official 
communication in the Bayerischer Cou- 
rier, saying: “It is entirely untrue 
that his royal highness applauded the 
naked figure of the dancer Adoree- 
Villany. His royal highness has al- 
ready passed his ninetieth year, and 
he is thinking not of- dancers, but of 
eternity, and of the salvation of his 
soul.” 

Artist World Up in Arms. 

At Munich and everywhere else the 
artist world is up in arms against the 
new censorship, because it is feared 
that after the “Bare-Manlacs” have 
disposed of the nudities of Italy, France 
and Scandinavia they will attack Ger- 
man nudity. The artists point out that 
all Kreat German nineteenth cen- 
tury painters—Feuerbach, Habermann, 
Klinger, Liebermann and Marees— 
painted nudes plentifully, and that no- 
body is painting more of them than 
Louis Corinth, the chief of the mod- 
ern secession. “That doesn’t matter,” 
answer the ‘“‘Bare-Maniacs.” “Cor- 
inth’s nudes are so ugly that they do 
no harm.” And so goes the contro- 
versy. The amusing feature is that 
it takes place in Germany, where ar- 
tistic freedom has hitherto been great. 
A few years ago Germans used to 
laugh at the “Bare-Mania”’ of England 
and of America. One of their books 
about America has an acid story to 
the effect that Hiram Powers’ “Greek 
Slave,” now in the Washington Art 
Gallery, was examined by a commit- 
tee of parsons, in order to decide 
“whether it was fit to be seen by a 
Christian people.” In Germany, the 
“Greek Slave’ now would be wra, >ed 
in a policeman’s overcoat and hurri 
to the nearest court of justice.

tuberculosis exhibition which toured 
Canada, Mexico and the United States, 

Mr. Routzahn, it is anounced, will 
aim to ‘reach those on the “firing 
line’ who are in contact with tubercu- 


losis. In addition, a new feature of the 
vork will be the effort to enlist’ the 


support and co-operation of commer- 
Cla} bodies, health authorities, journal- 
ists and others familiar wit) actual 
conditions in the southern states. 
These will be tnterylewed by Mr. Rout- 
zehn and will be-wasked to advise re- 
garding the best methods of attack on 
the white plague as viewed by business 
men.

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The so-called woman’s movement is not So much a movement as it is the sudden and 
astonishing development of the creative faculty in an unusual place, the female mind. So 
far, she has been the product of her mankind and the environment in which she_ has _been 
placed. She has lacked originality and that initiative which constitute the superiority of men 
over women. In our country she has become the orchid Eve in our orchid Eden, the victim 
of wealth and neurasthenia, and numerous other diseases fatal to strength and proper hardi- 
hood. ‘That is to say, the woman we hear most about, the one who is kicking up the most 
dust. ees 

And this accounts for the shyness, not to say the antagonism with which she 1s viewed, 
especially by men. She is a kind of miracle: in the world, the first attempt of a womafi to 
be, not what a man would have made her, but what she makes herself, irrespective of his 
desires and illusions. ; 

It is impossible to predict how the experiment will end, if it ever ends. Women are 
like music in‘ some ways, longest and most beloved because of memories and sweet asso- 
ciation of ideas. The new woman is so mew that she has no such claim yet upon affection 
and admiration. Somehow she lacks the poetic significance which has been so great a part 
of the ideality of womanhood. Still, ideality may undergo a change also, and we may in 
time be able to hallow her because her mother and grandmother organized a good street and 
sewer cleaning system, reformed short weights in the grocery business, and invented a 
method of, municipal bookkeeping. which rendered it impossible for officials to steal the water 
tax, just as we idealize them now because they used to teach us such sweet prayers, such 
wonderful scriptures, and baked such good cookies. You never can tell! If women take a 
notion to be adored for being merely sensible, scientific and unadorable, they will be. 

The advanced woman now, of course, seems to be distinguished too much by her desire 
for publicity. But when you think about it, this is natural. From tiyse immemorial, men 
have insisted upon the seclusion and retirement of women, just as fron: time immemorial 
women have used all the modesty and immodesty of art to attract attention. You cannot 
change these things. Only their manifestation changes. 

Formerly a woman attracted attention by her gentleness, her piety, her prettiness and 
her sweet dependence; now she does it by her wit, her dogmatic liberalism, and her acrid 
independence, but she does it; and she always will, because it is the beginning of one of 
the chief purposes for which she was made. 

One thing is certain, the woman's movement is a good thing, not altogether good, you 
understand, but it is a helter skelter advance here and there in the right directiony It 1s not 
so much a question of citizenship and the ballot, for example, as it is the tender unb 
of the bosom of all womanhood to aH childhood. Woman has never realized until nov 
she is not merely the mother of her own child, but of every child. Until this new 
somewhat disheveled female appeared, the only definite work of women outside their fam- 
ilies was in church societies and bazaars, and it was chiefly to raise funds for the heathens. 
Now there is scarcely a woman's club anywhere that does not make its contribution to the 
support of mountain schools for white children. 

In spite of her faults, her egregious shortsightedness in not’ always avoiding dangerous 
and insidious doctrines say, of socialism, women are indicating by their activities an honest 
desire to re-create themselves and to relate themselves more effectively to life as it is, even 
if they sacrifice their former relation to poetry and tradition.

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Its Warden, Its Men and 
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By MARY REYNOLDS CARTER 


When Warden William H. Moyer, 
of the Atlanta federal prison, an 
nounced last Thanksgiving to the 800 
men who are his charges that the 
“rule of silence’ was to be lifted, he 
told the men that the innovation was 
an experiment, and that it depended 
on the prisoners alone as to whether 
the longed-for privilege should re 
main theirs. 

He put the matter up to them as 
man to man, not as warden to pris- 
oner. He told them that they were 
playing a game in which he, the pris- 
oners, and the United States govern- 
ment held a hand, and said that he 
felt sure the men would stand by him 
in squareness and honesty to win the 
commendation of the government, 
which would make possible the con- 
tinuance of the work which he was 
trying to do for them. 

Since that time, nearly six months 
ago, but one single man has in- 
fringed in the slightest the unspoken 
then entered into to give 
“a square deal.” The ex- 
first its kind ever 
made in any prison, has become a 
permanent feature of the institution, 
and 800 men enjoy the freedom and 
pleasure conversation at their 
meals three times each day. The 
only infringement which has oc- 
curred was in itself not a breaking 
of the spirit -f. the agreement, but an 
overstepping of the letter of the rules 
governing “the game,” one man, in 
his eagerness to speak, to communi- 
cate with a friend, having spoken 
across the room to him. For this the 
prisoner was reprimanded kindly, but 
firmly, has not again trans- 
gressed. 

This of the men in the 
federal prison illustrates how far 
Warden Moyer has progressed in the 
difficult task of winning the confi-

THOSE BEHIND THE TIMES. 


Of course there are still many peo- 
ple who have not grown with the 
times: many who are still demanding 
that the law punish, punish, punish, 
never stopping to think tnat they are 
insisting not only upon the punish- 
ment of the prisoners themselves, but 
eventually the very society which the 
law hopes to protect. The common 
sense of mingling reform measures 
with punitive ones has never pene- 
trated into their minds, for the sim- 
ple reason that their intelligence is 
enclosed by barriers of prejudice as 
high and as difficult of access as are 
the smooth, unbreakable walls of the 
prison reservation just outside At- 
lanta. | 

But the idea of benefiting society 
by returning to it men of sound bodily 
health and clean, honest minds, is 
spreading, and the leaven is working; 
and Warden Moyer is one of those 
who is deeply interested in the work. 

The policy of Warden Moyer, who 
is receiving the intelligent support 
of the government in his efforts to re- 
cast the men who come under his 
charge into their original mould of 
self-respecting, law-abiding citizens, 
has brought many changes into prison 
discipline, and his efforts are placing 
the Atlanta prison among the best of 
those institutions which are slowly 
but surely grasping the principle of 
rehabilitation of men instead of the 
annihilation of manhood. 

A visit to the sunny prison reserva- 
tion, where everybody is busily at 
work improving and beautifying the

surroundings, learning at the same 
time useful work that will serve them 
In good stead later, impresses one 
with the fact that the greatest of all 
changes in prison must of necessity 
be in the men themselves. 

WARDEN AND PRISONER. 


There are prison walls, and forbid- 
ding gratings, and the much-deplored 
presence of armed guards, it is 
true; and here and there are faces 
which show the marks of careless liv- 
ig; but—and this is most significant 
—when the warden walks forth there 
is no cringing, no deepening of hatred 


gree would be a useless honor in the 
penitentiary; but, far from it, for 
these men, as well as others with good 
educations, are the teachers 
prison school. 

This school is one of the warden's 
dearest plans. It was established in 
1902, and, though there is no appro- 
priation for its maintenance, it has 
grown and prospered, Chaplain Tup- 
per superintending it along with his 
other duties. 


THE PRISON SCHOOL.

in the week, from 1 o'clock until 3:30. 
In the fifteen classes there are men 


or black looks on the face of the men 
in servitude. They pass to and fro 
with as much ease as men may feel in| 
prison walls, and now and then ay 
kindly greeting passes between the 
warden and one of his men—a half 
salute from the prisoner, given, it ap- 
pears, more as a token of liking than 
as recognition of a superior officer, 
and a gentle, friendly greeting from 
the warden. 

As one passes through the halls and 
rooms, one sees here and there a man 
or a group of men busily at work with 
no omnipresent guard to enforce their 
labor, though most frequently you 
may find the chaplain or some other 
official standing by with a cheerful 
word of encouragement. Especially 
is this true where the work is of a 
mental or artistic sort. 

I have been out to the prison a 
number of times, sometimes expected- 
ly and sometimes unexpectedly ; 
sometimes when there was an enter- 
tainment for the men, and sometimes 
when the routine of the day was go- 
ing steadily forward. Each time I 
have been impressed by the atmos- 
phere of consideration in the prison, 
not only from the officials to the men, 
but from the men to each other, and 
from the prisoners to visitors. The 
men who are serving Out sentences 
are eagerly ready to do any little fa- 
vor—-to raise a window, move a chair, 
or any amenity that seems to be de 
sired. Last week when | went to see 
the warden, I found a slim young 
prisoner intently concerned with the 
painting of some scenery for the 
stage of the prison auditorium. With 
true artistic concentration he was ob- 
livious to all of his surroundings. The 
chaplain stood near, watching the 
eager strokes of.the brush, much in- 
terested in the progress of the work 
on the drop curtain. When the warden 
entered with the visitors, who ex- 
pressed interest in what the prisoner 
was doing, the latter was anxious to 
unroll another curtain, which was 
completed, in order that his work 
might be seen. .When the canvas was 
half unrolled the prisoner stopped, 
hesitatingly, and in response to the 
warden’s query, modestly suggested 
that he thought we could see the cur- 
tain better if we would step back “to 
get the perspective.” 


HAS LEARNED TO PAINT. 


This man, who is painting three 
sets of scenery for the stage, never 
painted a picture in his life until he 
went to the prison. He seemed to 
have an aptitude for the work, how- 
ever, and has been delegated to do 
it. His colorings and some of his ef- 
fects are crude, naturally; but his 
perspective is excellent, and his line 
work good. 

That most of the men who are un- 
der Warden Moyer’s temporary care 
are seriously considering what their 
life shall be when they shall have been 
released, and that with most this con- 
sideration leads to a wish for im- 
provement and honest employment, is 
shown by the number who are seeking 
to gain an education. With some this 
effort is to secure a knowledge of the 
mere rudiments, and it would be a 
great surprise to most people to know 
how many men who find themselves in 
prison are men who do not even know 
the alphabet, much less how to read 
or write. Equally surprising would be 
a statistical knowledge of the number 
of men now serving in the Atlanta 
prison who have degrees from the 
best colleges of the country.

A FUTURE STEPHENSON. 


In a recent editorial in “Gcod 
Words,” the prison magazine which 
the men are now issuing at the fed- 
eral prison, one of the men says, ‘‘No 
one can truthfully say that the hours 
of solitude spent behind the bars may 
not develop a future Stephenson, a 
Watt, or a Fulton.” This statement 
will not seem prepcsterous when one 
realizes that in the various shops men 
of keen intelligence and thorough 
technical knowledge are working 
earnestly and enthusiastically on orig- 
inal ideas in machinery. For instance, 
one man is perfecting a machine for 
planting cotton seed; another is work- 
ing during every spare moment on an 
automatic syphon system for 
ventilation, and many others are work- 
ing out various ideas, even perpetual 
motion receiving its share of atten- 
tion. 

There are three foreign classes in 
the school, two composed of Italians 
and a third with men of ten nationali- 
ties in it. There are Chinese, German, 
French, Spanish, Mexican, Indian men. 
Some of them are learning English, 
and there are cases on record where 
men who did not even know the alpha- 
bet when they entered the prison, 
have learned to read and write with- 
in eight weeks. ) 

This school education is well sup. 
plemented by reading. The men have 
access to a library of 5,000 volumes, 
and, in addition, they are permitted to 
subscribe to the daily papers and to 
any of the magazines. They follow 
current events closely, and read with 
deep interest everything that is writ- 
ten of themselves. Sometimes they 
become highly indignant at the phrase- 
ology used, and once some of them 
even wanted to send protesting letters 
to a paper that had insisted on rub- 
bing in their status. It was quite un- 
intentional, as the warden explained, 
but it hurt them anyway.

Since the opening of the baseball sea- 
son they have all become “fans.” A 
week to them is no longer a period of 
seven days. It is an interim between 
baseball games, for every Saturday 
there are two hot, fast games be- 
tween the teams. Saturday is the 
Prison holiday, and this in itself is a 
boon for which the men ate deeply 
grateful; but the ball games make it 
a festal occasion now. All 
men, except a few, are allowed to at- 
tend the games. No restriction is put 
upon their enthusiasm, and they 
would put the bleachers to shame 
with their cheers. Only those who 
have been reduced in rank for any 
misdemeanor are required to remain 
away, and the games have proved an 
excellent means of kindly discipline. 
Out of 850 men only about 20 have 
been kept away from the games this 
Season, and usually**the number is 
much smaller, because the men are 
keen to merit the privilege. 

The warden is strict in enforcing 
the rules that he deems wise and nec. 
| essary, but his every effort is toward 
ie elimination of unnecessary and 
humiliating restrictions. Of course. 
all important changes in discipline are 
referred to Washington, where they 
are approved before becoming effaect- 
ive. Warden Moyer has recommend- 
ed many things that were deemed 
new and perhaps too experimental at 
first sight, which, on being approved, 
turned out in an altogether satisfac- 
tory manner.

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building. The wings are 1261-2 feet 
long, 28 feet and 41 feet wide respect- 
ively. The basement will contain a 
recreation hall, which in emergency 
may be used as a ward, a dining room, 
kitchen, cold storage room, general 
storage room, shower bath room and 
morgue. The capacity of the building, 
not including the recreation hall 
space, will be 76 beds, and the equip- 
ment will be complete. 

Work has been planned for another 
new building, also a new laundry. The 
space has been staked off just be- 
tween the isolation building and the 
left wing of the main prison building. 
As soon as the plans are returned 
work will be started on this at once, 
and in succession other buildings 
which have been outlined on a dia- 
gram will be erected within the en- 
closure, which includes 28 acres. 


RESERVATION iS 320 ACRES. 

The entire prison reservation is 320 
acres. If one walks about a half mile, 
following a diagonal line from the 
rear of the main building, one comes 
after awhile upon several rows of 
plain granite slabs. The trees grow 
tall and straight about them, and 
throw long shadows that flicker and 
waver across the lettered face of the 
granite. The slabs are tombstones, 
and they mark the graves of those 
who have died in prison. Even in 
death, when the poplar box and the 


narrow six-foot bed have replaced the 
prison suit and the iron bunk, the 
prisoner is known by his number. It 
heads the inscription on his tomb- 
stone. 

Following it comes the name, the 
age and the native state of the man 
who died away from home within a 
prison cell. Strange to say, the bodies 
of most of those who have died in the 
Atlanta prison are unclaimed by rela- 
tives or friends. Occasionally a pa- 
thetic letter from a mother, a father, 
or a wife asks that the government 
send the dead body “home” for burial. 
But in the prison cemetery sleep many 
numbered men, a civilian’s suit again 
on their mouldering backs, while a pris- 
on-made coffin kéeps a prison-made 
grave from caving in on their bones 

Last Saturday a prisoner died. He 


was to go “home” at last to relatives 
and family, and as he lay stiff and cold 
in the morgue his fellow-prisoners 
| worked on the coffin and the rough 
box that would enclose his body on its 
‘long trip. <A suit of citizen’s clothes 
-was drawn over his stiff limbs, and 
with all the other men conscious of the 
presence of death within the prison, 
his silent body was borne out, feet 
first, to a waiting prison wagon, which 
transported the coffin to the train. 

Comparatively few men have died 
in the prison; but whenever the Si- 
lent Messenger has entered all the

They have secured the gratitude of the 
prisoners, and they have decreased the 
necessity for punishment and have 
brought about a marked increase in 
the number of men who have become 
useful and law-abiding citizens after 
their prison terms are served,

The principles upon which its 
efficiency depends are that the conserva- 
tion of heat once acquired may be re- 
tained through insulation, and that 
many foods may be cooked at a tem- 
perature below the boiling point. The 
Norwegians, as early as 1867, used the 
cook box, and later the Germans used 
their feather beds. In this country 
many insulating materials have been 
useg, but by measuring accurately the 
temperature of the same quantity of 
starch solution packed in hay, excelsior, 
sawdust, newspaper, asbestos, hair and 
mineral wool, it was found that min- 
eral wool conserved the most heat. The 
minimum mass for satisfactory cook- 
ing was also determined, and finally 
the question of economy in its use was 
considered and experimented upon.

Again, in this age of scientific man- 
agement, it seems to me that the eco- 
nomic side of a problem is of as much 
importance as the scientific. Louls F. 
Brandeis, in his work with the rail- 
roads, and Mr. and Mra. Gilbraith, in 
their work with the bricklayers, have 
shown us that in these days of “‘‘in- 
tensive business’’ it is necessary [to 
measure sma!l economies accurately and 
scientifically in order to produce effi- 
ciency. It will avail little to the house- 
keeper to have @ problem solved scien- 
tifically if its cost in time or in money 
is prohibitive. Let me cite an example: 
The time-honored coal range, which has 
been the first essential in so many 
households, is probably doomed to ban- 
ishment as soon as an equally efficient 
and economical method can be devised 
to accomplish the same work with less 
expenditure of energy. The fireless 
cooker is but a step in that direction, 
and it is not Inconceivable that central 
kitchens or bakeries may do the heavy 
part of the cooking more cheaply than 
it can be done in the home. This would 
never mean that those methods of cook- 
ing which are now considered accessory 
might be so well developed that they 
would become sufficient. In the hope of 
proving such an accessory method prac- 
tical, some experimental work has been 
done with the electrical range. 

In the intermountain west, where 
mountain streams are numerous and 
their power js easily converted into elec- 
tricity, it would seem practical to cook 
by electricity. The housekeeper needs 
information not only in regard to the 
first cost of the equipment, but also in 
regard to the cost of running it. At 
present there seems to be but one range 
on the market which is at al! practicable 
for household use, and this has all the 
objectionable features which were at- 
tached to the first gas stoves manu- 
factured, such as the low, back-breaking 
oven, etc. This electric range, with its 
oven, four disks, broiler and utensils, 
costs $1190 plus the freight. That there 
is economy in using the utensils which 
fit the disks may be seen from the fact 
that it costs §.0025 more to boil one quart 
Of water in an ordinary aluminum tea- 
kettle than In a teakettle made to fit 
the disk closely. The cost of running 


_ 
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the range is enlightening. In the inter- 
mountain west the average cost of elec- 
tricity for cooking purposes is $.0 per 


kw. hour. Using this as a basis, the 


following figures were obtained: 

To boll one quart of water in a cold 
teakettle required twelve minutes’ time 
and cost $.0075; to bake a layer cake re- 


quired forty-five minutes’ time (includ- 
ing time required to heat the oven for 
baking). and cost $.935; to bake four 
loaves of bread required one hour and 
eighteen minutes and cost 8.07; to cook @ 
dinner for six, consisting of cream soup, 
five pounds of roast beef, roast pota- 
toes, asparagus, white sauce, cottage 
pudding with hot sauce and coffee, re- 
quired three hours and cost $.335; to 
heat the water for washing dishes cost 
$.6 more. 

In comparing the cost of baking one 
loaf of bread with coal and gas, we 
find: 


Therefore, cooking with electricity is 
as yet an expensive method of cooking 
and much slower. On the other hand, 
it does satisfactory work. It

Other problems, such as high-altitude 
cookery, which seems to he a question 
of density of gases, far as Miss 
Brown has investigated; or such prob- 
lerns as the question of using different 
flour for bread and the difficulties with 
different yeast; or, again, the effect of 
the pasteurization of milk upon the or- 
ganic compounds, could be worked out 
for the housekeeper by the home eco- 
nomics worker, if she had the time and 
means for such work. 

Looking toward a provision for just 
this work, Senator Smoot introduced a 
dill into congress in March, 1910, which 
Was read twice and referred to the 
committee on agriculture and forestry. 
This was a bill to provide for an in- 
creased annua]! appropriation for ag- 
ricultural experiment stations, to be 
used in researches in home economics 
and regulating the expenditures thereof.

A portion of the bill reads as follows: 
“Be it enacted that there shall be and 
hereby {s, annually appropriated out of 
any money in the treasury not other- 


wise appropriated, to be paid as herein- 


after provided, to each state and term- 
tory, for the more complete endowment 
and maintenance of agricultural experi- 
ment stations now established, or which 
may hereafter be established, the sum 
of $19,000, to be applied only to paying 
the necessary expenses of conducting 
Original or confirmatory researches or 
experiments bearing directly on home 
economics, including both domestic 
science and domestic arts, and printing 
and disseminating the results of said 
researches or experiments, having due 
regard for the varving conditions and 
needs of the respective states and ter- 
ritories. That bulletins shall be pub- 
lished aS the experiment stations will 
publish them.” 

I am told that the bill was never re- 
ported out by the committee, but that 
it caused discussion and helped to 
cripple the extension bill. 

As much of the experimental work in 
home economics can be done best by 
co-operation with the experiment sta- 
tions, this bill would provide for the 
best possible arrangement. It will prob- 
abiy be modified before adoption, and it 
may be that a dosen stations located 
throughout the country could do as 
much as the four dozen; but undoubt- 
ediv each locality needs its experiment 
station.® 

Then, with our college girls ag futur 
housekeepers versed in science: a well- 
trained home economics worker devot- 
ing her whole time to her research 
work, and with experimental stations 
providing sufficient means for. such 
work, the application of science to the 
housekeeper’s daily problem would be 
assured.

Food may be preserved for quite @ 
Jong period in the ice closet, although 
it is sure in the end to undergo certain 
forms of putrefaction. Meat kept in 
the refrigerator will, in the course of 
time, undergo a type of decay due to 
the micro-organisms favored by a low 
temperature. 

Aiways Keep all food covered in the 
icebox, particularly milk, as it absorbs 
Other odors quickly. Butter is also 
very susceptible to odors, and eggs 
have been known to absorb odors from 
onions and other strong vegetables 
placed near them. For this reason, it is 
a& wise pian never to put strong vege- 
tables, such as onions, turnips, cab- 
bage or parsnips in the icebox. Fish 
should never be kept in the refrigerator 
under any circumstances, as it is im- 
possible to rid the chest of the “fishy” 
odor for weeks. 

The efficiency of the refrigerator de- 
pends upon its temperature. The 
larger the amount of ice the lower the 
temperature, and therefore the greater 
the efficiency. If the amount of ice is 
very smal), there will be such a high 
temperature that the food will spoil 
readily, so it is advisable to buy as 
large a piece as possible, and to always 
keep the supply sufficient to insure a 
low temperature. ,If paper is wrapped 
about the ice when it is put in the re- 
trigerator it will not melt so readily. 
If the ice melts !ow before the iceman 
calls, open the doors of the chest and 
keep them open until the fresh supply 


of ice is put in.

cendition, it is necessary to clean 

it thoroughly once a week, and to 
give it a little cleaning each day. The 
first essential] to daily care is in regard 
to keeping of food in the refrigerator. 
This should not be kept until it is 
spoiled. Care must also be taken in 
keeping the food chambers dry and 
clean. When anything is spilled on the 
shelves. take care that it is wiped up 
thoroughly and immediately. In coun- 
try towns, where there is no sewerage 
system, the refrigerator empties into a 
pan. This should be emptied every day, 
or oftener if need be. 

The weekly care should be done much 
more thoroughly. First, the ice and 
all of the food should be removed. 
Then all of the shelves should be taken 
out and wasned with hot water and 
soap, then scalded. The inside of 
the refrigerator should be thoroughly 
cleaned in the grooves and corners with 
a brush or skewer and a scouring pow- 
der. It should then be dried very care- 
fully. Finally, the waste pipe should 
be cleaned with a cloth on a rod ora 
wire and a solution of potash or soda 
poured down the pipe. If possible, the 
refrigerator should be left open for an 
hour or two. 

If the water pipe of the refrigerator 
does not empty into a pan, it should 
empty into the open end of a perfectly 
properly trapped drain pipe. The pipe 
should never be connected to the drain 
pipes of the house unless there is a 
good trap to prevent odors and foul 
air from entering the icebox.

The Hanoverian steaks for Monday's 
dinner are \ittle hamburg steaks, broiled 
and well seasoned.

1 cup of walnut meats cut {in small 
pieces, but not chopped, over which has 
been eprinkled 1 tablespoon of sifted 
flour. Pour into a bread pan and bake 
in a slow oven for 1 ‘hour. 

When making the cottage pudding for 
Tuesday’s dinner, bake in a square Joaf, 
and such part as is not used at that 
meal cut In thick slices for the next 
day's luncheon and pour over a corn- 
Starch custard. 

The gugared strips for Thursday's 
luncheon are made when making the 
rhubarb ple for dinner. Roll owt the 
left-over paste, cut in two even pleces, 
spread one with jam, lay the other strip 
over, sprinkle with granulated sugar, 
cut in finger lengths and brown in a 
hot oven. The sugar will melt and 
caramelize. These are also nice with 
afternoon tea. 

The tongue is parboiled and skinned, 
then rolled and braised. Serve with a 
brown gravy and greens. 

For the cinnamon sponge, bake an 
ordinary l-egg cake in a shallow pan, 
adding, before it goes into the oven, % 
teaspoon of salt and 1 teaspoon of cin- 
namon.

The Italians were by no means lagging

There have been few poets who have ever 
sung a song of impassioned praise so rv- 
mantically as did Petrarch to his sweetheart 
Laura. He describes her in the following 
words:

ONTINUING this series of artieles upon 


the new, exact science of criminal- 
catching, the important matter of 


bloodstains and thelr analysis is taken up 
to-day. 

In last week’s article were outlined the 
methods of the European criminologists in 
applying the results of certain minute ob- 
servations, taken on the actual scene of the 
crime, to the reconstruction and identification 
of the criminal. In Case A was told how 
Professor R. A. Reiss by looking at a few 
drops of candle grease, two red hairs and 
some blood stains knew that a left-handed 
Sicilian, five feet six inches tall, with a red 
mustache had done the murder under inves- 
tigation. Professor Reiss has lectured for 
ten years at Lausanne University, France, 
upon the theory and practise of man-catch- 
ing, and is a type of the newW scientific de- 
tectives who put the imaginary exploits of 
the heroes of Conan Doyle and Gaboriau in 
the shade. 

In Case B was told how Dr Lacassagne, 
enother- French criminologist, picked out an 
assassin by means of a few streaks on & 
butcher’s knife and a footprint. In Case C 
was to'd Sow the famous Professor Bertillon, 
. of Paris, unraveled a shooting mystery by 
taking several hundred photographs of the 
room in which the shooting had occurred. 

Equally as astonishing are the revelations 
which analysis of even microscopic particles 
of blood make to the scientific detectives. A 
man’s blood is not like the blood of any 
other living creature, either fish, flesh or fowl. 
Further, the blood of a woman and a man 
show certain differences which reveal them- 
selves under the proper tests. Again no 
man’s blood Is exactly like emother man’s. 
A man with thin, anaemic blood will leave 
different traces from a man with rich, full 
blood. The presence of disease is shown 
under the microscope. And al] this is im- 
portant in the scientific elimination of sus 
@ects. 


T is, perhaps, 
| not surprising 
that very 
wide - spread in- 
terest has been 
aroused by the 
use of the inter- 
esting little scien- 
tific instrument 
called the dicta- 
graph, which I 
employed in con- 
nection with the 
McNamara dyna- 
miting cases and elsewhere. The dictagraph 
is only one instance of the usefulness of mod- 
ern science in detective work. The successful 
detection of crime has now largely passed out 
of the old system of haphazard guesswork, 
and is shaping itself along the lines of more 
strictly scientific study. 
The recent progress of the protessional

criminologists of France and Germany is little 
understood in America, where very few detec- 
tives avail themselves of these new resources 
of science. 

I am making a conservative statement when 
I say that the actual applications in real life in 
detective work of the methods of Professor 
Reiss, of the University of Lausanne, Pro- 
fessor Gross, of Germany, and others are often 
more bewildering to the uninformed than any 
of the imaginary detective work of Sherlock 
Holmes. 

I am familiar with the work of the foreign 
detectives, and the records of recent modern 
scientific detection of crime given here on 
this page are very striking and instructive ex- 
amples of how we avail ourselves of the tre- 
mendous resources of modern science when 
the peculiarities 
of the case re- 
quire it. ee

the criminologist to tell just what kind of 
a creature the blood stain came from! They 
cannot ‘only tell whether a stain is that of 
man’s blood or woman’s blood, but whether 
it is from a negro, a Chinaman or a Cau- 
casian. If it is an animal’s blood they can 
tell just what animal; so too, if it is snake, 
fish or bird blood. This is because tke salts 
in the blood are in different quantities in 


every living thing. When under what Is 
known as the Reichert test they always 
crystallize into fixed forms. On this .page 
are photographs of some of these crystals 
showing their marked differences A prac- 
tical application of the crystal test is given 
in Case D. 

Delicate mechanisms which tell the exact 
height a drop of blood must fall to make the 
exact mark under study may also tell the 


criminologist just what kind of a man he has 
to hunt.

Henri Bonal .was found dead in a rear room of his 
little place on the Rue Palissy, Paris. Bonal, who 
lived by himself, had been strangled to death. The room was 
literally sprinkled with blood, and there were numerous 


marks of bloody hands upon the wall. Beside the dead man 
lay a large butcher knife with its blade and handle thick 
with dried blood. 

The furniture had been overturned. Everywhere were in: 
dications of a terrific struggle, during which, it appeared, 
Bonal had terribly out and stabbed his opponent before he 
had met his own death by strangulation. There was not a 
scratch on the murdered man’s body 

The condition of the room was extraordinary—even to the 
eyes of the police. They sent for Dr. Lacassagne, the famous 
French criminologist, to apply his science to the problem. 

Dr. Lacassagne took the usual Bertillon photographs of the 
room; carefully measured and took impressions of the finger- 
marks in Bonal’s throat, photographed, and had copies made 
of the hand prints on the wall, and finally, collecting a num- 
ber of specimens of the dried blood, set off to his laboratory. 

Not more than an hour later he sent for the Prefect of Po 
lice, M. Lepine, and said: 

“Bonal was murdered by an enemy who works in one of 
the slaughter houses near his shop. You can identify him by 
a deep scar running across the palm of his left hand from the 
base of the forefinger to the wrist. The scar is a straight one 
at an angle of 36 degrees. The first joint of his little finger 
on his left hand has been sliced off. At the base of the 
thumb of his right hand is a heavy callous, one and one-half 
inches in diameter, and almost circular. THE MAN 18 A 
KILLER OF STEERS. 

“The blood that bespatters Bonal’s room, and covers the 
knife ig not human biood at all, but bullock’s blood!” 

“This murderer went to Bonal’s house with a full {nten- 
tion of murdering him. He carried with him a can of fresh 
blood from one of the bulls he had recently killed. He 
strangled Bonal, and then, to simulate signs of a struggle, 
he spattered the bullock’s blood about the room, dipped his 
hands in it and marked the walls, dipped the knife in it, 


€2 the morning of April 6, 1910, a shopkeeper named 


and laid it beside the body of Bonal, and overturned the fur- 


niture. He did this. to make it appear that Bonal had at- 
tacked him, and was paving a way, if he were caught, to a 
plea of self defense. 

“Unfortunately for this murderer, he did not know of the 
Reichert blood test. This method was invented by Dr. 
Edward Tyson Reichert, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
in the United States. The liquid from the blood of every kind 
of animal produces, when dried, a different form of crystal. 

“In analysing by this test samples of the blood so copiously 
strewn about Bonal’s room. I got the cheracteristic. bullock’s 
blood crystals. 


a Bullock’s Blood and a Hand Print. 


“Here then we have our first determining factor for the 
reconstruction of crime and criminal. Who could secure 
quarts of bullock blood? One who works in a slaughter 
house most easily of course. But it would also be possible 
for one not an abattoir employe to buy or otherwise secure it. 

“I sought for further evidence. I found it in the bloody 
hand prints made on the walls by the murderer. Here is 
a greatly enlarged photograph of the palm of this man’s 
right hand. At the base of the thumb you will notice that 
the lines are flattened and obliterated. This is a pressure 
sign—a callous. Of what occupation is this peculiarly shaped 
callous a characteristic mark? In the lst of such occupa- 
tions which I drew up I found that of slaughterer. The 
heavy hammers used by the ‘knackers’ who kill the steers 
at the abattoir makes in time this mark in just ezactly this 
place. On the other hand the hammer of a blacksmith makes 
quite the same mark, but closer to the centre of the palm. 

“Again, look at this photograph of the left hand. You will 
see this straight line running across the palm. It is a scar, 
and by various minute characteristics I know that it is pro- 
duced by the kind of knife with which the slaughterer cuts 
the throat of the steer after he has knocked it on the head. 
All these facts point directly to a slaughterer. 

“The crime MUST have been premeditated, else why would 
the man have carried with him to Bonal’s house this un- 
usual burden of bullock’s blood? 

“Of course the other determining mark—the missing first 
joint of the litthe finger—is plain from the marks left on 
Bonal’s throat. 

“Do you mean to say that the blood of every living thing 
can be differentiated by the crystal test?” asked NM. Lepine. 
“That you can tell whether it is a man’s blood or a woman’s 
blood or a baby’s blood and you can tell me whether it 
comes from a black, a yellow or a white person or from any 
other creature?” 

“Exactly,” answered the criminologist, “but this is only 
one test I believe that in time we will be able to refine 
blood analysis so that we will be able to tell the ezact indt 
vidual from whom. the blood that made the stain came. 

Toere came a telephone ring, and M. Lepine listened. at- 
oe for a few moments. Turning to Dr. Lacassagne, 

6 said: 

“Your conclusions are. exactly right. My men have ar- 
rested Pierre Fanos, a slaughterer. They traced him by in- 
quiries at the abattoir based on your description of the scars 
on his left hand and the missing knuckle. Accused of the 
crime he pleaded self-defense and exposed e number of cuts 
on his body Thse cuts were mainiy superficial, and the 
physicians attached to my department at once knew them to 
be self-inflicted. When Fanos was confronted with your 
reconstruction, and told of the bullock’s blood he collapsed 
end confessed. The murder occurred exactly as you 
described it.” 
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The spots were far from the 
victim. Therefore the blood 
was that of the murderer him- 
self. He had stopped for a mo- 
ment and looked through the 
glass door to see if the way 
was clear. To the left and 
near another door was a table, 
covered by a large, light cloth 
that hung to the floor. Be- 
neath the table and behind the 
cloth was a spot of blood. How 
did it land there? The table 
cloth was bloodless. Gross 
thought for a moment. Then 
he opened the second door.

So delf- 
cate are the tests for arsenic, for example, 
that one part in sixty millions of that highly 
popular poison is revealed. Arsenic, how- 
ever, is easily discovered, even years 
after it has been administered and per- 
formed its deadly work, because it has a re- 
markable preservative effect on the tissues. 
Still, the chemist has detected even fugitive 
poisons many months after death. Dr. Crip 
pen, who was arrested in Canada after he 
was discovered by wireless on the steamship 
Montrose, was convicted partly on chemical 
evidence that hyoscine was present ip his 
victim’s body.

Common sense, however, must frequently 
be supplemented by scientific methods. Col- 
lections of butterfiles are useful to the ento- 
mologist for purposes of comparison with 
specimens caught in the net Comparing the 
unknown with the known is one of the 
methods of science—e metho! which has 
been successfully introduced in tracking 
criminals. A criminologist collection is as 
useful to a scientific detective as a caseful 
of butterflies to an entomologist. The nucleus 
of such a collection has been established by 
Bertillon. In his museum the detective will 
find not only burglars’ tools and weapons, as 
might be expected, but all kinds of hair dyes 
and specimens of hair, real and false, dyed 
with them; shoenails from every country in 
the world; ropes with every conceivable kind 
of a knot tied fn them, and curious spiked 
sleeves and coats of mail worn by Parisian 
Apaches. An ideal collection would include 
every thing that man uses and wears, care 
fully classified ani labeled. Why? Simply 
because many a criminal has learned a trade? 
He wears the clothes of his trade, ties ropes 
in the way of his trade, handles a tool like 
others in his trade.

, Unraveled a Famous Crime with a 


How Prof. Reiss, of Lausanne Univer- 
Case f—: 


Bloodstained Towel and Railroad Ticket 


Guian, former president of the Bank of France. 
Madame Guian was seventy years old. One night 
she took a train at Fontainbleau for Paris. She occupied a 
first-class compartment, and specified that no one else should 


be given seats in it. 
When the train arrived in Paris the porters found her 


compartment unoccupied. The door had been half torn from its 
hinges, there was a great pool of blood on the floor, and the 
police picked up from the floor a handful of woman’s hair, a 
torn plece of skirt and a first-class railroad ticket from 
Fontainbleau to Paris. 7 

A search along the railroad tracks resulted tn the finding 
of Mme. Guian's body beside the rails just outside Fontaine 
bleau. It was greatly mangled. A little further on was found 
the sache! she had carried. In it were a few notes and some 
gold coins. There were no rings on her fingers and no 
money in her pockets—nothing of value at all on the corpse. 

Mme. Guian relatives took the ground that she had been 
seized with a hemorrhage, to which she was subject, had 
tried to open the door of her compartment to summon ald 
or to get air; that she had, in her paroxysm wrenched the 
door open and had fallen off the train, killing herself. The 
police were not satisfied with this explanation, particularly 
after Professor Reiss, the famous Lausanne University crim- 
inologist, had pointed out that the cut on the woman's satchel 
had been made by a knife and not by a sharp stone, as had 
been thought. This, however, was very little evidence, and 
Professor Reiss turned his attention to the compartment 
which Mme. Gulan had occupied. After he had finished his 
investigations, he went to M. Lepine, Prefect of Paris, and 
said to him: 

“I am convinced that this is neither a case of accident 
nor suicide. I am sure that Mme. Guian was murdered, and 
I am equally sure that her murderer was a soldier. Can you 
not discover whether there were any soldiers on the Fon- 
tainebleu train that night?” 

“Why are you so sure that this wag not an accident?” 
asked M. Lepine. “Mme. Guian’'s family is convinced that she 
fell from the train during the throes of a hemorrhage.” 

“Because there are two ftrrefutable signs of murder,” said 
Professor Retss. “In this compartment there was a towel 
and stationary washstand. In the course of our examination 
of everything tn the little room, we took this towel. There 
were no Stains upon it visible to the naked eye. Nevertheless 
we subjected every square inch to one of the most delicate 
of tests for blood.

ATY BRENNER was a pretty little music hall singer 

K who made a living in the cafes of Berlin. She was 

good, quiet, with ambitions toward grand opera. Two 

nights a week she stayej away from the cafes, kept to her 

room, and studied. She lived in a boarding house on the 
Koenig Strasse kept by a widow named Krausen. 

On the night of December 12—one of those that Fraulein 
Brenner did not go to the cafes—Frau Krausen locked up 
as usual. She made her way upstairs and then paused, 
thinking that she had heard footsteps in the lower hall. She 
went downstairs again. The door to the street was unlocked! 

A search through the house showed that nothing had 
been disturbed. Suddenly another suspicion crossed Frau 
Krausen’s mind. With other tenants she went to Fraulein 
Brenner’s room and knocked loudly. Getting no answer, they 
broke in the door. 

There on the bed lay the singer. There were marks, turn- 
Ing black, of long, thin fingers on her throat. The upper 
part of her body was bare. From an incision in the upper 
part of the right arm a great pool of biood had flowed, sat 
wrating the bed and the floor beside it. There was a smell 
of chloroform in the room. Beyond that nothing—no sign 
of struggle, nothing disturbed, nothing taken. 

The police came and, recognizing one of those peeuliar 
cases fit only for the criminologist, called in Dr. Gross, the 
famous German expert. Dr. Gross made a minute examina. 
tion of the room. The incision in Fraulein Brenner's arm had 
gone deep enough to cut the artery. She had been throt- 
tld, but only into insensibility. Death had come from |oss 
of blood. One of the girl’s hands was clenched and held 
tight in it were several long black hairs. Beside the bed 
Dr. Gross found a small fragment of sponge, still smelling 
of chloroform. On another part of the floor he discovered 
@ number of pieces of thin glass, covered with blood. 

The next morning Dr. Gross called upon the head of the 
Berlin police. 

“The murderer of Fraulein Brenner,” he said, “is a phy- 
elcilan who has recently returned from Africa. He Is 
five feet eleven inches tall, is thin and has a black beard 
four inches long. The first and middie fingers of his right 
hand have the peculiarity of being the same length, and the 
further peculiarity of being three-quarters of an inch longer 
than hie third finger. He wears a No. 5 shoe with worn 
metal clasps on the heels. His arms are short for his 
height; they are two feet elght inches from shoulder to 
finger tips He is entering into the advanced stage of the 
Sleeping Sickness. He has a deep cut in the upper part of 
his left arm. He is, too, a maniac.” 

“The Sleeping Sickness,” continued Dr. Gross, “is, as you 

rhaps know, one of the most terrible and mysterious of 
diseases. It is caused by a germ called the trypanosoma, 
A small spindle-shaped microbe with a long whip-like tail 
which enables it to move about in the blood with astonish- 
ing rapidity. The germs are communicated by files. 

“While it is called by the natives of the Congo the Sleep- 
ing Sickness, that is qa misunderstood term. These natives 
call death “sleep,” and when they say sleeping sickness 
they really mean death sickness. The victim indeed guf- 
Zers appalingly from insomnia and a common symptom is 
disturhance of the sight and hallucinations. Another pe- 
culiarity is the intense seneibility to pain. The mere act of 
shaking hands is agonizing. 

“Now, the witch doctors of the Congo prescribe a ‘cure’ 
as horrible as the disease itself. They believe that if the 
sufferer will drink great quantities of untainted human blood, 
preferably that a maidens and children, they will be 
cured. Many atrocious crimes result from this superstition, 
but the “cure” ia happily out of the reach of all but a few 
of the natives. 

“You saw me pick up some blood-stained fragments of 
glass. I recognized these in my laboratory as parts of a 
surgeon's pipette, the little instrument used in blood trans- 
fusion. My microscopic tests of the blood upon these frag- 
ments revealed to me numbers of trypanosomes, the germs 
of the Sleeping Sickness! Whence did they come? Clearly 
mot from the Fraulein. My tests showed her blood to be 
perfectly beaithy. Manifestly, then. these germs must have 
had as hoat the murderer. 
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bloody hands. He knew that this would be evidence that 
the old woman did not meet her death by accident, as he 
wished it believed, and so he washed the towel, thoroughly, 
as he thought, and hung it up again to dry. 

“The detection, then, of this microscopic quantity of blood, 
which can be removed from a fabric only by acids, revealed 
S us that Mme. Guian met death by the hands of a mur- 

erer ‘ 
“But I found another piece of evidence. There was, if 
you will remember, a railroad ticket picked up on the floor. 
dn its back was the imprint of a thumb. I compared it with 
-hat of Mme. Guian; it was not hers. I threw its image up 
enormously on a lantern screen. I was then struck by the 
peculiar indentation of the little ridges on the inner side of 
the mark. Careful analysis of these marked ridges and a 
comparative study of the occupational trades which would 
modify the markings of a thumb, showed me that this was 
the thumb of a man who was actually serving as a soldier. 
The frequent drills with guns result in the pressure upon the 
ridges of the inner side of the thumb. This causes a peculiar 
flattening, which is visible under a microscope, and when en- 
larged, and is true of no other occupation except that of a 
soldier. It was a soldier who murdered Mme. Guian. 

“As I reconstruct this crime, this soldier managed to get 
Into Mme. Guian’s compartment after the train had left 
of jewels and a large sum of money. He tried to rob the old 
Fontainbleau. He knew that she usually carried a number 
woman, and meeting unexpected resistance, fought with her 
in the compartment, killing her, by beating her head against 
the register, and then stripped the body of its jewels He 
thoughtlessly wiped his hands upon the towel. He knew 
that this would be evidence of the presence of someone else 
in the compartment, and already a plan was forming in his 
mind to make the affair appear to have been an accident. 
He washes the towel with soap and water—but does not 
know that we can discover blood even when it ig only to 
the amount of 1-1000 millimeters. 

“He then wrenches the compartment door open, tearing 
it nearly from its hinges as he does so. He throws out the 
body. He is pressed for time, rips open the satchel with 
his knife. Then, taking advantage of the slowing down of 
the train between Fontainbleau and Paris, he jumps from it 
and makes his escape.” 

As a result of Professor Reiss’s analysis, it wags found 
that two soldiers, Gravy and Michel, had followed Mme. 
Guian to the train on the night of her murder. They had 
hidden in her compartment, and when the train had started 
they murdered her, as Professor Reiss had indicated. The 
rest of the reconstruction was proved at the trial of these 
two men. They both confessed, were convicted and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment.

How Dr. Gross, of Berlin University, 
ams sed the Germs of Sleeping Sickness 
to Discover a Vampirish Murderer, 


“My examination of the wound on the arm showed that it 
had been skilfully made. It was the precise cut for the opera- 
tion of blood transfusion. It had been done with a surgeon's 
scalpel. No one but a surgeon could have made it Again 
there is the chloroform-soaked sponge. 

“I will reconstruct. There igs a German physician who 
goes to Central Africa. He becomes inoculated with the 
sleeping sickness. He knows there is no cure and he de 
cides to go hce~™eto die. He has, perhaps, from four to eight 
months—for d.ath does not usually occur for that time af- 
ter inoculation. His sanity begins to be affected by the 
disease. He sees, at some cafe perhaps, Fraulein Brenner, 
who is full-blooded and healthy. Into his unbalanced mind 
creeps the superstition of the Congo native. But being a 
physician he discards the Wea of* drinking for the more 
scientific one of blood transfusion! He sees the Frau- 
lein again. The idea grows. He takes his blood transfusion 
apparatus. He follows her home. With a maniac’s cunning 
he manages to get entrance unseen. He hides in her room. 
He seizes his moment and strangles the Fraulein to induce 
rapid ihsensibility. He would not kill her so because then 
he could not use her blood—there would be no circulation. 
He chokes her insensible and then keeps her so with the 
chloroform. He cuts her arm, he cuts his arm, arranges hig 
apparatus and the healthy blood of Fraulein flows into his 
tainted veins. 

“But see, here the abnormal sensibility enters. The cut 
in his arm causes intolerable pain. He drops the pipette upon 
the floor and in his paroxysm crushes it. He retaing cau- 
tion enough to remove as many traces of the operation as 
possible and slips out of the house. The Fraulein in the 
meantime has bled to deatb. 

“The other points of the description are easy. My meas- 
urements of the finger prints on the throat gave me, of 
course, the exact size and length of the fingers. Thus I 
found their betraying peculiarities. You remember the 
hairs the poor Fraulein clasped in her hand? These she 
pulled from her murderer’s beard while he was leaning 
over strangling her. The hair of beard, mustache, head 
and body all have differences that make them easily distin- 
guishable under the microscope. I infer the length of the 
fuH beard from the fact that it is the natural impulse to 
grip where the hand will get the best hold. This would 
naturally be the thickest part of the beard, which is also 
the longest. Besides, under the microscope I find these 
hairs all approximately the same length and carefully trimmed. 
This is an identifying pecullarity of the square beard. Ergo; 
the full beani was the length of these hairs—four inches. 

“The other measurements are a matter of exact formulae, 
A body in a certain position must leave certain definite 
markings which do not apply to any other position. The 
carpet in the Fraulein’e room had a heavy nap, susceptible 
to impressions. I detected the marks of the murderer’s feet 
when he first leaned over and gripped her throat. Beside 
them were deeper marks where his feet had dug in heavily 
under the shock of the pain when she tore his beard. From 
these I got the measurements of the shoes. There were also 
plain to me the smooth impressions of the clamps on the 
heels. In the Bertillon gallery ig a collection of such prints. 

“I calculate the angles from these foot marks to the bed. 
I set down the exact position of the murderer while throt- 
tling. I calculate the angles between the hands while grip- 
ping the Fraulein’s throat and the marks of the feet. In 
this way I arrive at the exact length of arms and the exact 
height of the man. I know he ig thin because that is a 
eymptom of the Sleeping Sickness.” 

Within a few hours the police arrested a Dr. Franz 
Hochstel, a physician recently returned from the Congo. 
He had a cut on his left arm carefully bandaged. His 
measurements were exactly as Dr. Gross had indicated. The 
first and second fingers of his right hand were three-quarters 
of an inch longer than the third. He was suffering from 
sleeping sickness and was insane upon one point—the idea 
that he could be cured by the infusion of. healthy blood.

About Deadly 


~ POISONS 


By Prof. JAMES ELLIQTT WINSLOW 


ITHIN the past few weeks the world of science 
has come face to face with an entirely new 


set of facts which are beyond its power to 
explain. Some of the most instantaneously deadly 
poisons known to chemistry have been found quite 
harmless to certain forms of life. There have recently 
been noticed several instances where certain insects 
have shown wonderful resistance when placed in situa 
tions in which other varieties would instantly die. 
The law of special adaptation does not solve the 
problem, for special adaptation is only acquired 
through long periods of time and the breeding of gen- 
eration after generation of creatures. Thus in the 
case of the worm that lives in the California crude 
petroleum, for instance, it is known, of course, that 
petroleum was discovered in California only a few 
years ago and there has been no opportunity for the 
law of adaptation or acquired immunity to become 


effective. Science is stumped; what it has just dis- 
covered it cannot explajn upon any rational hypo- 
thesis. 

If a chemist were asked to name the most power- 
ful poison he would instantly say hydrocyanic acid 
(prussic acid); yet there exists a family of small but- 
terflies, or moths, scientifically known as the Zygaeni- 
dae, which are not affected by this powerful poison. 
They are the only living animals which are immune 
to this deadly gas. It will be remembered that this 
is the poison which RicHeson used to murder his 
sweetheart, Avis Linnell, by giving her a capsule of 
potassium cyanide. When the capsule dissolved in 
the stomach the gastric juice acted on the potassium 
cyanide and formed free prussic acid. 

- Dr, Shulze, of the University of Berlin. has recently 
made two observations which appear to snow almost 
miraculous powers of resistance. (See Zoologischer 
Anzeiger, vol. 39, page 199.) A student at the Uni. 
versity of Berlin wished to study some Hottentot 
heads, and had the heads sent to him from German. 
South Africa. The heads were placed in tin boxes, 
covered with a solution of formaldehyde to preserve 
them and the boxes sealed. When these boxes were 
opened in Berlin a great number of tiny flies flew out, 
which were identified as the ordinary “fruit fly” which 
collects about over-ripe bananas and £rapes (scientifie 
Drosophila rubrostrtata). What was even more re- 
markable was the fact that great numbers of the 
larvae were found swimming about in the preserving 
fluid. Fearing that the heads would be injured by the 
larvae, a saturated solution of formaldehyde was 
poured over the heads, but the larvae were uninjured. 

Formaldehyde is one of the most irritant and pols 
onous gases kWown. It is very largely used to dis- 
infect rooms where there have - been contagious dis-

€ases, and a 3 per cent solution 
is used by most museums as &a 
preserving solution in which to 
keep their specimens. Dr. Wiley 
found that even small traces 
which were used by unscrupulous 
milkmen to keep the milk from 
souring produced very harmful 


effects. This one “fruit fiy” is the only known ani- 
mal which can withstand the effects of formaldehyde. 

Dr. Shulze also had occasion to place some larvae 
of the ordinary “blow fly” (Musca womitora) in a 2 
per cent solution of chromic acid. No animal or plant 
was known which could withstand the action of this 
acid, but the larvae not only lived at the bottom of 
the solution, but they pupated and produced living 
flies. 

The occurrence of plants which live upon inseets 
which they capture is well known. Some of these 
plants have appendages which act as traps. The lid 
of the trap lies open, but when an insect walks inside 
of the danger line the lid snaps shut and the plant 
digests its prey. When the digestion is complete the 
trap opens for another victim. There are five species 
of files, however (3 culicids, 1 phorids, and 1 an- 
thomylid), which lay their eggs in the digestive fluid 
of the pitcher plants, and the larvae live here, feed- 
ing on the luckless insects which are captured. These 
larvae are not digested because they secrete a fluid 
which renders the digestive fluid harmless to them. 
The tape worms and other intestinal worms have the 
same means of stopping digestive processes. 

It is a common report that the Dead Sea in Pales- 
tine, and the Great Salt Lake in Utah, contain no 
animal life because of the great amount of dissolved 
matter in the water, But in Southern California there 
is a lake, Owen’s Lake, which contains as much dis- 
solved material as either the Dead Sea or Great Salt 
Lake, and in addition to this the salt is largely sal 
soda (washing soda). Each gallon of this water con- 
tains nearly a pound and a half of washing soda, and 
large quantities of the water are evaporated in order 


to obtain this soda. Contrary to all expectations, this 
lake contains an abundance of animal life, but all of

one sort, namely, the larvae of a fly (Ephydra alke- 
lina). These larvae occur in countless numbers, 80 
that after a storm they are washed ashore by the 
bushel. The Indians collect them after storms and 
also by means of dragging screens, or closely woven 
baskets, through the water, and dry them in the sun. 
They are then ground and baked into a bread which 
the Indians call “Koo-cha-bee,” 

It has lately been noticed (Science vol. 35, p. 193) 
that great numbers of a tiny larvae were to be found 
{n the crude petroleum of California, after it had been 
exposed to the open air for a time These larvae are 
those of the “oil fly” (Psilopa petroli). The adults ap- 
parently deposit the eggs outside of the oil and the 
maggots enter the oil as soon as they hatch. The 
probability is, inasmuch as they feed upon dead flies 
and other insects, that they found the oil to be a 
certain source of abundant food material, furnished 
by other insects which had been killed by falling into 
the oil, The resistant powers of these larvae is al- 
most past belief, for they live for more than twenty- 
four hours when placed in pure gasoline or kerosene. 

Perhaps Science will soon furnish us with more of 
these instances of the ability to overcome almost 
sure death. The entire question arouses such a grea‘ 
field for speculation that we are almost bewildered. 
The query at once arises “how did these special 
groups develop, and by what power are they immune?” 
Take, for instace, the “oil fly.” Until recently it was 
unknown and certainly could not have always lived 
in the oil, for the oil fields of California are of a very 
recent date. We have therefore, possibly, a well 
known fly adapting itself to the new conditions, and.

It is false reasoning as well as a dangerous 
practice, to point the blast of an electric fan 
directly at any person, whether oneself or 
not, unless, indeed, the revolving blades be 
sufficiently far distant to form a gentle cur- 
rent of air enveloping the whole body. The 
purpose of the electric fan is doub!e, to create 
a wind which will blow away the stratum of 
heated air that surrounds each person, and 
which is duetotheradiation of the body, and, 
secondly, to bring fresh unbreathed air in 
orde that ons ay better draw oxygen into 
the lungs. All this value, which is very great, 
is not°only made useless, but very harmful if 
the current from the electric fan be concen- 
trated: in the form of a draught. And an elec- 
tric fan at a height, blowing heated and twice- 
breathed air downwards into the cold, pure 
air, is a thing so deliber:tely injurious to 
health that it is a constant amazement to ob- 
serve such use so often.

age of forty. 

There are many men who begin to notice the 
loss at a much earlier age. This, in the absence of 
real disease, is generally an inherited predisposition. 
If a man’s father or grandfather became bald early in 
life he will usually show this trait himself. But here 
is what you can do to forstall this tendency. Be- 
gin early in life—before thirty years of age—to 
keep your scalp absolutely clean. Remember that there 
is nothing known that will cause new roots of hair to 
grow. But frequently it is only the shafts of the hair 
that disappear, and if the scalp is properly treated 
when this is going on, you can so stimulate the glanis 
around the roots that they will be nourished and send 
forth new shafts. 

What will do this? After cleansing the scalp with 
a pure soap, rub into it bichloride of mercury, érs. V; 
alcohol and distilled water, each two ounces. Mix this 
and apply about every two days. If this takes too much 
oil from the hair, rub in a little olive oil. 

But remember that gradual loss of the hair is one 
of the penalties we pay for our civilization. Some em- 
‘nent authorities claim this to be the real cause. Then, 
again, men do not take the same care of their scals 
as girls or women. A man generally waits until middie 
life before thinking about it. Then it is too late. 

The life of each single hair {s about three years. 
They are constantly being replaced by new hairs. Now, 
when the barber shows you some hairs on the comb 
and tells you that your hair is falling out—so that he 
can sell you some “hair tonic”—just tell him you know 


it; that about fifty hairs a day must fall out to make. 


room for the new hairs. If you have not carefully 
brushed your hair for a day or so he will have quite a 
lot of cast-off hairs to show you. You comntnce to 
worry. Worry upsets your physical balance, and then 
we have another frequent cause for hurrying on the 
natural ‘process of baldness. 

Anything which causes a lowering of the body tone 
will affect the strength of the hair roots. So see to it 
before applying anything to your scalp that your phys 
ical condition is of the best. Getting back into the 
best of health will do more for your hair than all the 
barbers’ “tonics,” massage or other methods. 

Don’t use cantharides in any form. Don’t let the 
barber singe your hair. If the ends are splitting, have 
these ends clipped by scissors Singeing often results 
in too much heat getting down the shafts of the hairs 


and thus destroying their activity. 

The idea that roystering, late hours and al! those 
conditions which go with “seeing the town” is a cause 
of baldness is not true in its direct meaning. Such a 
life means a deterioration of general healthfi and this 
certainly affects the tone of the hair as well as that of 
other parts of the body. Then, again, such a life means 
that you may perhaps contract a disease which de 
nudes the scalp in a few days. 

The man who at fifty wants a good head of aai? 
should commence to care for it at thirty. There is 
nothing so laughable as wellas pitiable asto see a man 
of sixty trying through dyes and false hair to lock 
thirty—he will look to the good woman like eighty 
years of age—in his dotage. All hair dyes contain lead. 
Lead is a poison and readily absorbed by the skin. 


Heat or cold have the same effect upon the skin. 
The barber who first thought of applying a hot towel 
to the face did not know this physiologic fact. Pinch 
a tender skin and what is the effect? Black and blue 
spots, of course. The skin contains the tinlest blocd 
vessels. They are so tender that the slightest squeeze 
breaks them. The blood from the veins runs out under 
the skin and remains there until absorbed. This littie 
mass of blood is the cause of the black and blue spots. 
In some persons constant gorging and drinking breaks 
the vessels from inside pressure; hence those blotched 
faces and over-red noses. The heat due to the over- 
distended vessels is the cause of the pressure. 


If a hot towel is applied to the healthy skin of the 
face we bring about analogous conditions. The tiny 
blood vessels become distended. This is only tempo- 
rary, to be sure, but kept up day after day the complex: 
iom will be ruined. The vessels of the skin cannot zet 
back their elastic tone. 

Facial massage works about the same way. K>2pt 
up it will result in injured vessels and the power to 
keep a natural complexion will be gone forever. 

Facial massage under certain circumstances {s al] 
proper enough, but should be permitted only occasion- 
ally. It will not permanently remove wrinkles; will 
not make an old face young, and does just the wrong 
thing tn trying to remove fat and dirt by squeezing fro:n 
the outside instead of assisting nature, who always 
tries to force out dirt and poisons from the inside. 
Perspiration is a good example pf this fact. 

The best way to stop wrinkles in the face is to sior 
wrinkling thoughts.

In this 
astonishing test alcohol and tobacco accounted for all but 16 of the 138 
people who had defective eyes. 

Professor Cutten, of Yale College, in a very exhaustive study of this 
subject, found that color blindness is more common among regular drink- 
ers than among occasional] drinkers. It varies in degree from a slight 
jJimness of vision and inability tu recognize colors to total blindness. 
He found that it was entirely possible for a person to become “blind 
drunk” from one single spree, and that the blindness wags occasionally 
permanent, especially when there was wood alcohol in the whiskey. 

The human body is a very finely adjusted machine, but it can be gradu- 
ally and sometimes suddenly wrecked by alcohol. A body worn out by in- 
temperance never reaches old age. It seldom gets much into middle life. 
Alcohol dries up and decays the nerve cells of the body. Besides wrinkling 
and withering the nerves of the brain, it also weakens the blood vessels, 
liver, kidneys and stomach. 

But alcohol is not the only thing that does this. Professor Cutten dis- 
envared that inveterate smokers, especially of strong black tobacco, have 
very mucb the same pbysical breakdown as hard drinkers. This is pe- 
culiarly true in ths special effect of alcohol and tobacco upon the nerves 
of the eyes. After a time red and green appear as different shades of 
gray. If this breakcown of the optic nerve continues, the hard drinker 
or hard smoker is likely to become permanently and hopelessly blind.

York Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Fuller Booz, for instance, having en- 
dured thirty years of ridicule on account of 
his unfortunate name, finally applied to the 
Court to have it changed to Fulton Booth, 
while Heinrich Schwarzenpfefferkopf makes 
a similar application out of consideration for 
his friends. 

Sometimes, however, applications of this 
kind are rejected by the courts on the 
ground that the reasons advanced for making 
them are not sufficient, while some judges 
put their rejection on the somewhat anoma- 
lous ground that if the applicant wants to 
change his name there is nothing to prevent 
him from doing so, without applying to the 
courts at all, although in New York and in 
most of the other States, there are long and 
intricate statutes prescribing the rigmarole 
through which one must go who would 
change his name through the medium of the 
courts. 

In New York, however, the question has 
now been definitely decided by the Court of 


Appeals, which has declared that any one 


names without applying to the courts at all, 
for the latter may thereafter change their 
names again as many times as they like, 
while those who obtain an order from the 
Court for the purpose, must thereafter be 
known by the name thus assumed “and by 
no other name.” 

The litigation which resulted in the Court 
of Appeals decision grew out of an accident 
imsurance policy taken out by one Maurice 
W. Mansfield, in his application for the in- 
surance, Maurice Mansfield had warranted 
that that was his full name. Some time after 
the policy was taken out, Mansfieid accli- 
dentally killed himself while hunting, and a 
suit started by his estate against the 
accident company for $5,000 was resisted on 
the ground that Mansfield was not the in- 
sured’s real name, and he had therefore made 
a false warranty, thus making the policy void. 

On the trial, it appeared that the insured 
was born Myron W. Maynard, but that in 
1892, when he was twenty-two years old, he 
had adopted the name used by him in his 
application for the accident policy some nine 


court, and the insurance company took it up 


to the court of last resort, the Court of Ap- 
peals, with the result that it was again de- 
feated. 

In deciding the case, Judge Irving G. Vann, 
of the Court of Appeals, wrote a very 
entertaining opinion, in which he pointed out 
numerous cases in historye and literature 
where famous men had forsaken the names 
of their birth for others of their own choos- 
ing. 

“While the legal name of a person,” he 
declared, “now consists of a given name, or 
one given by his parents, and a surname, or 
one descending from them, history shows 
that this was not always the case. 

“In the early life of all races, surnames 
were unknown, while given names have been 
used from the most distant times to identify 
and distinguish a particular individual from 


his fellows, 

“In England, surnames were unknown until 
about the tenth century, and they did not 
come into general use or become hereditary 


his given name. 

“It is well known that the name meaning 
‘son’ in different languages, such as Fits 
or Mac was prefixed to the Christian name 
of the father to give the son a surname. and 
‘O’ to give one to the grandson, and thus 
we have the names Fitzgerald, MacDonough, 
O'Brien, and many others. 

“The history of literature and art fur 
nishes many examples of men who aban- 
doned the name of their youth and chose the 
one made illustrious by their writings or 
paintings.” 

Judge Vann then gives a long list of such 
instances, mentioning that Rembrant’s name 
was originally Gerretz; Balzac’s, Guez; Henry 
Irving’s, John H. Broadrib; Maurice Barry- 
more’s, Herbert Lytne; lienry' M. Stan-ey’s,

4,000 SAILORS WANTED 
FOR AMERICAN NAVY 


Washington, April 20—With the 
sent and approval of President 
the house committee on naval] affairs 
has been askeq by Mr. Meyer, secre- 
tary of the navy, to provide for an in- 
crease in the enlisted force of the nav: 
of 4,000 sailors ang 400 marines. This 
announcement aroused reports that 
the administration was preparing for 
trouble with Mexico, but they were 
denied at the navy department and 
Representative Padgett, of Tennessee, 
chairman of the committee 

“The navy needs fully 4,000 enlisted 
men and the 400 marines that have 
been requested,” saiq Mr. Padgett 
‘Such an increase would oost about 
$1,500,000 a year. The truth is there 
is no use in building ships unless we 
have the men to man them. At present 
there is a serious shortage in the num- 
ber of enlisted men and also a short- 
age Of fully 2,000 officers. The pres- 
'ent limit of 44,000 enlisted men and 
9,650 marines, I understand to ke prac- 
tically reached.”
